Senator Listor Hill 
Assured “Alabama” 


Not Dismantled 


WASHINGTON, D.C Sen 
ator Lister Hill (D., Ala.) stated 
today that the Navy Depart 
ment has officially assured 
him that it will withhold ae 
tion to dismantle the famous 
battleship ALABAMA — until 
January 81, 1963 

The ship was originally sche 
duled for scrapping and to be 
stricken from the naval vessel 


register as of June 1, 1962, 
Hill said that efforts to dis 

pose of the re nowned warrior 
il! be withdrawn pending a 


‘eport by a committee appoint 
cd by Gov ernor Patterson to 
nvestigate the feasibility of 
establishing the ALABAMA as 
a shrine to the gallant men and 
women of Alabama who served 


the nation during World War ° 


I and the Korean conflict 
The senior Alabama Senator 


stated that he and Senator John | 


Sparksman (D., Ala.) urged of 
ficials at the Defense Depart 
ment to give favorable consid- 
eration to a joint resolution of 
the Alabama legislature re 
questing abatement of all ae 
tion to dismantle the ALA- 
BAMA until the Governor's 
committee issues a report re 
carding the feasibility of utiliz- 
ing the ship as a State shrine. 

“It will be most appropriate 
if the ALABAMA'S | brilliant 
naval career culminates in her 
preservation as a memorial to 
the valor, devotion and su- 
preme sacrifice of the brave 
mem and women of Alabama 
who served our nation during 
World War II and the Korean 
conflict,’ Hill said. 

Hill éxpressed pride that the 
ALABAMA earned nine Battle 
Stars on the Asiatic - Pacific 
Area Service Medal and had 
one of the most distinguished 
war records of any ship during 
the war. 

Early in 1940 the keel of the 
fourth ALABAMA was laid at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard and 
less than three months follow- 
ing the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, the USS ALA- 
BAMA (BB-60) was launched 
in a colorful ceremony attend- 
ed by many prominent citizens 
and officials of Alabama. She 
was destined to become one of 
the greatest fighting ships of 
World War II. During the war 
the ALABAMA earned Battle 
Stars for intrepid and nearly 
continuous fighting operations 
during most of the great Pa- 
cific campaigns including 
among others the Gilbert, Ca- 
roline, Mariana Islands, Oki- 
nawa and the battle of the 
Philippines,

MILDEW STAINS 


I have had a good many calls 
for information on how to re- 
move mildew, so will pass this 
information along to readers. 

For washable articles treat 
mildew spots while they are 
fresh, before the mold growth 
has a chance to weaken the 
fabric. Wash mildewed articles 
thoroughly. Dry in sun. If 
stain remains treat with a Chlo- 
rine or sodium _perbonate 
bleach or hydrgen peroxide. If 
it is a non-washable article, 
send to the drycleaner while 
Stain is fresh.

Qualify For 
Cash Benefils 


Over fifty million people 
worked long enough under so- 
cial security to qualify for 
cash disability benefits if they 
become disabled. This means 
that they have social security 
credits for five years (20 quar- 
ters) out of the past ten years, 
Harry N. Scott, district mana- 
ger of the Dothan social securi- 
ty office, said today. In the 
case of a severe disability, the 
worker and his dependents 
may be eligible for monthly 
cash social security disability 
benefits if he meets ths work 
requirement. 

It s not necessary to be com- 
pletely helpless to qualify for 
social security disability bene- 
fits. These benefits are pay- 


able to those who suffer from |

Elsewhere in Montgomery, 
several other buildings asso- 
ciated with state government 
activities are under construc- 
tion, the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety’s new Alabama Po- 
ice Academy; headquarters for 
the U S. Property and Fiscal 
Office, which keeps tab on all 
Alabama National Guard arm 
ories and equipment, and an 
$841,000 Montgomery trade 
school, part of the recent $100 
million statewide school-build- 
ing program, 

The Capitol Hill expansion 
is the most extensive in the 
state’s history, 

“These new facilities will 
make it possible to administer 
the state’s programs and ser- 
vices more effectively and ef 
ficiently.’”’ Governor John Pat- 
terson said, ‘‘Many departments 
have long ago run out of el- 
bow room.” 

New buildings are financed 
by bond issues. Agencies which 
are to occupy the space pledge 
annual rents to retire the 
bonds. 

In planning expansions, ev- 
ery effort is made to preserve 
Capitol Hill's “historic beauty.” 
The Industrial Relations Build- 
ing, for instance, is designed 
to architecturally balance the 
Archives and History Building, 
located at the other and of the 
Capitol.

There's a saying that you're 
not a real gardener until you 
can grow pansies from seed in- 
to desirable plants ready for 
transplanting. 

And August is an ideal 
month for planting pansies 


(and other perennial flower 
seed) because there's plenty of 


time before frost to get young 


seedlings developed and hard- 


ened before cold weather. Why 
not buy some good fresh seed 
and try your luck? 
Here are some guidelines 
that will help insure success. 
Plant the seed in seed flats 
or pots containing a well drain- 
ed soil — one-third sandy loan, 
one-third clay loam and one- 
third organic matter should be 
adequate. For the organic m#t- 
ter, you can use any one of 
several materials. Many ga-- 
deners prefer peat moss, leaf 
n.old or well rotted 
wiot manure.

2. Clean Up The Home Or- 
chard: Many insects and dis- 
eases are carried over from 
one year to the next in mum- 
mied fruit and dead or broken 
branees on fruit trees, Be sure 
to pick up all rotted fruit es- 
pecially peaches, and carry 
them out of the orchard to 
prevent brown rot the follow- 
ing year. Also, cut out and 
burn all dead or broken 
brances to prevent a build up 
of shot hole borers and other 
insects. 

8. Soil Test: If you're plan- 
ning to establish a lawn this 
fall, be sure to soil test now. 
Containers and instructions are 
at your county agent’s office. 

4. Landscape Planning: Since 
August is a slack month for 
garden chores, why not plan a 
landscape design for your 
home grounds? This is especi- 
ally true with new home own- 
ers. Basic shrubs are generally 
planted around the foundation 
of the house when it is com- 
pleted. However, additional 
shrubs are usually needed to 
produce an attractive setting 
for the home. Make a rough 
sketch of the house and home 
grounds, then place shrubs, 
flower beds, etc., on the draw- 
ing. By doing this now, you'll 
be ready for planting in early 
fall. 

5. Watering: August is gen- 
erally a critical month for mo- 
isture. Keep a close check on 
shrubs and flowers. And re- 
member the rules for watering 
—soak, don’t sprinkle. 

6. Household Insects: Now is 
a good time to clean up around 
the house and apply an insecti- 
cide to prevent ants, roaches 


and other insects from enter- | 


ing the house this fall. Several 
materials have given good re- 


sults when used as recom-! 


mended. I would suggest the 
band treatment around the 
outside and inside foundation 
using either 10 er cent chlor- 
dane dust or granules, or 5 per 
cent dieldrin or heptachlor 
dust and granules.
